—The President a Patron 
of Royalty. 



The British Coiiimauder's lutentioua- 
U. S. S. "Mehican" Waiting 
Orders to Sail. 



WASHlNQTOlf, D.C., Jan. 12.— Consider- 
able uncertainty prevails as to whether the 
Hawaiian correspondence will be completed 
in time to be sent to Congress to. day. In- 
quiries made both at tho State department 
and the Whito House this morning failed to 
elicit any definite assurance on the aubjeot. 
Tho probability is that the sending of tha 
mosaugo will bo deferred until after tho 
cabinet tneeting, which laata till two p.m. 

It has been authoritatively learned by 
menibera of tho House committee on For- 
eign Affairs that IJritish niarinea were not 
landed ut Honolulu. It is stated that the 
British commander acted out of caution to 
protect Biitish interests and not for any 
purpose of aaaerting Jirilish dominion over 
itio islands. 

LoNDO.v, ,Ian. II. — Commenting on tho 
Hawaiian Proviaional (ioverniiient's refusal 
to comply with Minister Willis' demand 
,that tho Goverrjmeut surrender oilice, tho 
Globe remurks: — " The situation ia enough 
to make the President of the United States 
Bsaumo tho title of ' kingmaker ' or * patron 
of royalty." However, it is singular to find 
the President of a typical republic acting as 
champion of an injured Queen, but it is not 
easy to see what other course President 
Cleveland oould take with duo regard to the 
honor of America. Some, no doubt, would 
like to see the unfortunate island annexed. 
Apart from the difSoulty of dealing with 
Hawaii in that way without straining the 
constitution there are other people beside 
tho Hawaiiana and Americana who will 
have something to say in the matter." 

Seattle, Jan. 11. — A letter from the 
Hawaiian ialanda, received by tho last mail 
by Mrs. George ^Vills, of this city, from her 
aon, William NVills, contains aome interest, 
ing atatements and indicates the fcelinga and 
beliefs of the people on tho islands concern- 
ing tho situation. Tho letter ia written 
from Kauamaulu, Kausi, under date of De- 
cember 28, and says : " Harry wont to 
Honolulu last week. He didn't know what 
he would find when he got there, or whether 
he would bo called upon to defend tho 
c^uso of liberty against the assaults of tho 
Detnocratio party. But ho found things 
comparatively (juiot. Tho Alameda had 
just got in, bringing tha newa of tho 
Senate's action in regard to Cleveland's 
policy here. There was great rejoicing on 
the part of the Government supporters. 
You can't imagine tho anxiety hero during 
".0 past weeks when no one know when 
the Government might bo overturned and 
the beat and truest men in tho islands 
given into tho power of that irrepressible 
heathen. 

" Kvery respectable white in Honolulu 
was on the alert, ready to take their guns 
and rush to the government bnildinp when- 
ever the alarm Bounded. Xhe executive 
building waa barricaded and proviaioned for 
a month's siege, and all were determined to 
resist as long as possible, Ifc is now believed 
that the crisis ia paaaed and that Congrena 
will take'a Juster view of the aitnation. It 
is also believed that it waa the stubborn- 
nesB of the Queen herself that prevented 
the landing of the troops and the consequent 
oonfliot. One of tho conditions was that she 
should grant full pardon to all the revolu- 
tioniata, and tho general opinion ia that 
she refused to do this and eo threw away 
her last chance of rcatoration. During 
this excitement the question of annexation 
haa been pushed to the rear, but it has by 
no means been lost eight of. If the United 
States don't want the Islands there are 
other countries that do, and I have it on the 
authority' of the Attorney-(;eneral that as 
soon as Congress refuses adniiasion they will 
turn elsewhere, probably to England, Tlie 
leadera have tho full confidence of all the 
people, and whatever action they decide to 
take will be approved and eupported." 

Sas' 1'kancisco, Jan. 12. — -'rhe revenue 
cutter Corwin still lies oil' San <.)iientin. 
Capt. Munger will not laud any one from 
his vessel until he ia advised to do ao from 
Washington.

Rio de Janeiiio, Jan. 12.— The U. S. S. 
San Franoiaoo arrived here to-day. 

London, Jan. 12.— A dispatch dated 
Pernambuco, Jan. 11, says: — The crew of 
the dynamite cruiser Niotheroy, threaten 
to leave unless their wages are paid. A 
Buenos Ayres dispatch says advices from 
Rio state that five men were killed by the 
bursting of a oannon on the issnrgent war- 
ship Almirante Tamandare, and 15 were 
killed by tho explosion on the island of 
Villegagnon, held by the insurgenta. 

New VojiK, Jan. 12 — Tho steamer Ca- 
tania arrived this morning from Brazil. She 
left Santoa on Dec. 9, and all was quiet 
during tho sixteen days of the steamer's 
stay. Nothing of moment occurred at Rio, 
where the Catania was eight days. Daily 
conflicts took place between the ships and 
the shore and buUeta from tho machine guns 
were conatantly Hying over the ships. The 
captain says that while returning from thu 
shore to tho ship, a bullet whistled by him 
and passed between the stroke oarsman and 
himself. Tho conflict between insurgent 
launohea and the shore'usually began in the 
evening, and then there was an ulnioat in- 
cessant rattle of niarhine guns. The steamer 
Cuba arrived'laat night from northern Bra- 
zil porta. She reports all quiet at Vittoria. 
At Bahia a report that tho Aquidaban was 
expncted caused great excitement, but sub- 
sequently it .was learned the Aquidaban 
actually went south to Montevideo, and the 
alarm subsided. 



RADICAL PROPOSALS. 

Vernon Asked to Itevlse the Duties on the 
Eritatcs of Deceiised rersons. 

London, Jan. 12. — Ninety-four Radical 
members of the House of Commons have 
signed an address requesting Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, to revise the present methods of 
taxation. They propose a graduate scale 
of death dutica exempting estates of less 
than .11500 and increasing tlie rate on larger 
estates. Thus while estates of t'4,000 would 
be taxed four per cent., those of i"o00,000 
would be taxed 10 per cent. According to 
tho Radical plan real estate and personal 
property would be subjected to the aame 
rate of taxation. 



CHILI AHD THE U. B. 

The Rovernmcut of the Kormer Has Declined 
to Extend tli(! Treaty With tUo 
.Viiiorleaiis. 

VAi,:'AitAi';o, Jan. 12.— The Chilian gov- 
ernment has declined extension of tho treaty 
proposed by tho United States government. 
The treaty for settlement of British claims, 
now before the Chilian coagreaa, allowa one 
year from the time the oommiaaion is 
formed, with six months' extension if found 
neceaaary. Other countries are awaiting 
tho ratilication of tho British treaty, in the 
hope of getting a similar treaty.

Rome, Jan. 12.— The deputies of the ex- 
treme left presented to-day to the President 
of tho Chamber a protest against tho arrcBt 
in I'alermo of Socialist deputy Guiseppo de 
Eelico, at the same time reaerving the right 
to interpellate tho Government as to orlier 
matters upon tho reopening of Parliament. 
Premier Criapi consulted to-day with 
Finance Miniater Sonnino concerning tho 
expediency of affording tho Sicilian peasants 
the use of tho uncultivated land on the 
islands. %

NOTED ALASKA SCOUT 

About to Eetnrn to the North-HIs Record- 
HlB OWect. 

(From the Seattle roat-lntolligcncor.) 
Jack Dalton, a noted Alaska scout, ia 
stopping at the Northern, awaiting tlie 
arrival of the City of Topeka in order to 
again take paaaago for that country. Daltou 
has lived in Alaska for about eight yeara, 
about half of that time lioiug spent in travel- 
ing through the. country on varioua expedi- 
tions. During hia stay there he accompan- 
ied nearly all the nntml oxpeditiona into tho 
interior. While varioua travelera havo re- 
turned from that country to write 
books and ao(;'.\iro fame and fortune 
by tolling their experieucea, the man 
who found tho patha for them, 
led in tho adventure, bore the brunt of the 
piirila, guided and directed their movcmenta 
has had nothing to Bay, and can hardly be 
induced to aay anything about Ilia adven- 
turoa. Ho led Lieut;. Sclnvatka to Mount 
St. Klias in 18S(j. In 1800 ho piloted the 
Frank Loalio explorera into the Yukon. 
Subaeiiuently ho spent two yeara with 
Glave, tho African explorer, and found for 
him a route from tho aea to tho Yukon over 
which horaea could travel. That ia, they 
found a route which could be made prac- 
ticable that way by the expouditure of aome 
m )ncy. 

" Wo dropped about $S,000 making the 
trail," uaid Dillon, " ljut I expect to get 
aoniething out of it yet. Then 1 accom- 
pacieii tliu Totteu expedition, composed of 
aonie Fiigliehmon and Frenchmen, along the 
const to the weat of St. Kliaa aa far aa the 
Copper river. In fact, I have travelled pretty 
much all over Alaska. While I was down 
ill San Francisco I had an offer made inu to 
undertake one of the longest and hardest 
trips over suggested. It was to go 
down to tho McKcnzio river to its mouth 
in the Arctic ocean, carrying a cargo of 
dynamite bombs. 'I'ho oiler was made by 
tho Arctic Oil Company, which owns a 
large number of whaling vessels, some of 
which are frozen up near Hersohel Island, 
and iho dynamite was intended to blow them 
looao. Tho trip would have taken alunil 
eighteen months of aleigliiug, ami 1 did not 
think I could atay away ao long from my 
family. 

" i am noH- on my way to ChilUat, whoro 
1 had my trouble last year, and where 1 
have a iiack train. I intend to go into tho 
trading business there again, taking pro- 
viaioiia into the Yukon country and bring- 
ing lura out. My. p:u'tner, P. J. Lindaey, 
of San Franciaco, will come up in theapriug. 
After I waa acquitted for killing D.iii Mc- 
Giuuia at Chilkat laat March it waa reported 
that I waa run out of Alaska, which ia not 
true, it ia a fact, though, that I have a 
good many onemiea among the traders at 
Juneau anil Chileat, but I gueaa I can atand 
it. 1 have been in San Francisco tor several 
months awaiting tho trial of tho auit of the 
Murray Canning Co. for tho insurance 
money on its cannery which burned down, 
and in which I waa tho principal witneaa. I 
obtained a littlo notoriety while in San Fran- 
cisco by half killing a detective, who tried 
first to bluff me and then to bribe mo to bo- 
oome a witness for tho Insurance Co. Thoy 
shudowed mo continually and tried to got 
some cinch on mo, and threatened to prove 
that I was an outlaw. When that wouldn't 
work they offered me about $4,000 to be- 
come a witness for them. I pretended to 
play in with' them and got one of their fly 
men into a saloon and hammered the face 
olfhini. The papers wrote me up and the 
bribery case took up aoveral days." 

Dalton has spent his whole life on tho 
frontier, and looks like the determined, 
daring man he has shown himcelf to bo. Hia 
early life waa spent on tho cattle ranges ot 
tho Peooa, the Panhandle, the Gila, tho Rio 
(Irando and the Arkanaaa. lie aaw some of 
tho wild doings in the early days of Lead- 
ville. He ia not a man to go to sleep in a 
crowd. With a small, keen, gray eye, a 
lirni-aet, clean-shaven jaw, a small and 
spare but sinewy frame, a quiet, self-con- 
tained demoanor, ho does not seek acquaint- 
ances, but is the kind of a man who gets his 
back against the wail and looks calmly, if 
not disdainfully, on hilarity.

COLOEADO'S EXTRA SESSION 



Goveruor AVaite fciiijs the Avniy of 
Povei'ty-Stvickeu UnoiuployeU 
is Inci'easlug. 



No Profit in Silver Mininsf at Sev- 
enty Cents Per 
Ounce. 

Tho extru aoaaiou of tlr; Ninth Gencr.il 
Asaoinbly of Colanido org mizod nt noon on 
AVednosduy with tho sumo cil'njora as i\t tlio 
regular Eosaion. A joiat seasion was prompt- 
ly called and the Governor oeonpied two 
hours in roadint; hia mossage, outlining his 
reasons for sonio of tho pruposiliona mude 
in hia cull. Following Ihu rending the Sen- 
ate, by ii vote of to I'J, dcolined to print 
tlio mo3:ingc, uud placed tho mutter iu tiie 
hands of nino n.ombors to report at l:;iO 
o'oloolt to-morrow, The eornplexion of this 
comniittoo iudioutea that tho report will de- 
clare for an immediate adjournn:cnt without 
'"'farther aotion, and this report will probably 
be adopted. 

Governor Waite began his message by 
Hayiiig : ''Amid a storm of iuveotivea and 
abuse 8uoh as no previous Governor of the 
State ever encountered, and which insisted 
that the present executive should violate 
hie oath of office and surrender his con- 
Boience and duty into the hands of a mon- 
eyed Brixtocraoy, the proclamation under 
which you are assembled has been issued." 

Regarding the repeal of tho Trust Deed 
and attachment laws, the Governor says : 
" The banlcers of tlie State, tlie corrupt 
politicians and venal newspapers, who, pre- 
tending to ba opposed to these ini([uitous 
laws, have really been in their favor, by 
every means iu tlieir power have prevented 
their repeal. The very [juiiie corrupt und 
venal crew, who udniit lliut ni;iny of the 
recoinmendutionH of the prnchunation aro 
wise and needed by tho State, udviao that 
thia General Aaaombly ahull adjourn with- 
out legialatioQ, thus leaving tho people of 
tho State at tho mercy of tho moat heartless 
and onnaciencolesa money power on thu 
earth or elsewlierc, " 

An argument follows a(;ainat tho law per- 
mitting the ifrsuo 01 State and municipal 
bonds, in which (lovernor Waite declarea 
that tho men w ho have been prominent in 
bonding legislation and wlio now control 
Congreaaionul legislation, will, at no dis- 
tant period, " go to their own place," with 
Benedict Arnold and Judas loc.iriot. In- 
stead of bonds, ho urges tlie iaauo of certiti- 
oatea of indebteducaa. He asks for legiehi- 
tion to prevent tho trusts and combines 
from mouopoll/.ing the coal product of tlio 
State ; to amend the election aud regis- 
tration laws, and to provide for a better sys- 
tem of State bunking examinatious. A long 
argument upon the silver question fol- 
lows lending up to his defence of hia 
legal tender plan, whioh is to allow 
coina of any country carrying 371 quar- 
ter grains of silver to pass current for 
a dollar in this state. On this sabjeob 
he says : " The free coinage ot gold and 
silver was desicined and expected to be con- 
tinuous, and Congress had no right to de- 
moralisse either gold or silver, or to close its 
tmints to the free coinage of either metal. 
'Upon a proper ease noode in the United 
States C?ourt we are bound to presume that 
the eourts would so decide. Another clause 
absolutely prohibits a St<kte from ooioiog 
money. ^ This clause has prevented me from 
recommending anything like token money 
or bars stumped with weight and fineness, 
and the right of a State to declare foreign 
coin legal tender is unquestioned." 

On tho policy of such a courao tho Cov- 
erni r submits many arguments. He says: 
" Si ch a policy would, in my judgment, for 
all huainea.H purposes except banking, put 
tho Mexican dollar at 90 cents aud give us 
plenty of money. Ninety cents on the dol- 
lar for coina means alioHl SI. 17 for silver 
bullion per ounce. I'raotically our silver 
mines aro closed. At 70 cents per ounce for 
silver bullion there ia no profit, in mining, 
and in moat cases abaokito loss, and yet tho 
bunkera und money-lenders of thia State are 
moving lieuven aud earth almost to prevent 
it in Colorado. Tho jireciso effect whioh 
must inevitanly follow tho free coinage of 
silver shows how earnestly they pray to 
Cleveland and the magnates of Wall street, tho 
only God they worship, to grant them tho 
free coinage of silver. They are like the 
Pharisee who prayed loud ut tho corner of 
tho streets to be heard of men. What sol- 
emn, reverential tone's ! Yes, 'the voice is 
tho voice of .Jacob, but thu hands aro the 
hauda of IC'iau.' We atand upon the brink 
of an industrial slavery. An era of falling 
prices whioh lias reduced in Colorado tho 
value of commodities and real estate to, in 
manyoases, less than one-third the value of 
one year ago. The poverty stricken army 
of unemployed is increasing and will con- 
tinue to increase so loo^ as falling prices 
shall oontinne to sep^rote money capital, 
the fund out of which wages is paid, from 
labor, nnd to discourn^e its investment in 
other forma of property.

NATIONAL BBPDBLICANS. 

Annual Meeting In Washlnglon-ChanKe in 
tho Chairmanship of the Committee. 

WAsnnfOTON, Jan, 11. — Although tho 
members of the National Ropublioan Com- 
mittee gathered here for the annual meeting 
aflfooted to anticipate no unusual interest iu 
their proceedings, they auocoeded in creating 
one or two decided sensations. Kot the 
least marked of these was the retirement of 
tho Chairman, Mr. Thomas H. Carter^ from 
the chairmanship of the Executive'oommit- 
tec, although still retainiug the chairman. 
ship of the National committee and the ap- 
pointment of Mr. IMaine's old friend, "Joe" 
Mauley, of Maine, to succeed him. Mr. 
Manley'a selection was given signiQoanoe by 
tho fact that hu openly proclaimed himself 
iu favor of Mr. Tliomas 15recd, of Maine, as 
tho next Republican candidate for Proaident. 
In oi)ening tho meeting Mr, Carter stated 
that bseauae of tlie great distance from hia 
homo in Montana from either Neu' York or 
Wualiiiigton, where tho perniauent heiui- 
(|uarterB of tho committee would bi estab- 
lished, anil f(n- the further reabon that the 
nature of his private buaineisa was such as 
to make it quite impussiblo tor him to attend 
its frttpieut, meetinga, ho would ask the 
executive committee to accept hia reaiguu- 
tioii as its cliairman. The oomniittee unani- 
niously adopted a resolution accepting with 
regret Mr. Carter's resignation, and thank- 
ing him for hia aorvicea as chairman of tho 
executive committee. The resolution also 
expreoai'S aatiafaclion that tho party ia still 
to have his services as chairman of the 
National committee. Mr. Joseph H. Man- 
ley, of Maine, was then elected as Mr. 
Carter's successor. . 



AGAINST THE LOTTERIES. 

Part of the Existini; Xaw Said to Be Vncon- 
stitnttoniil. 

P.\UKKi!.siiiii;(!, W. Va., Jan. 12. — Judge 
Nathan Goll', of tho United States Circuit 
Court, has decided that part of the recent 
anti-lottery law is unconstitutional. The 
caso WQS that of the United States against 
Paul Conrad and others. They were in- 
dicted for using the mails for unlawful pur- 
poses. Under tho section of the anti-lottery 
law whioh provides that indictments may 
bo brought in any State or district in which 
tho mail ia fraudulently uaed. Judge Goil', in 
a long opinion, held that juriBdictiou could 
not bo maintained outside tho State or dis- 
triot in which tho oQence was committed, 
und declared that so much of the law as gave 
authority to bring indictments in any State 
or district in which the mails circulated 
^vas unconstitutional. The defendants were 
dismissed. 



LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, 

He Deprecates the .Smallest Departure From 
a (iolil Currency. 

LoNDO.y, .Ian. 12 — Tho Tiniea has pub- 
lished a letter from Lord Randolph Church- 
ill to K correspondent on the question of 
bi-inetallism. Lord Randolph refers the 
correspondent to President Cleveland's mes- 
sage upon the sttbjsot and his striking argu- 
ments in favor of a repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act, and his impres- 
sive description of tho ruin brought upon 
the United States by attempts to give arti- 
ficial value to silver. With the experience 
America has so forcibly set before us, Lord 
Randolph says he fails to understand how 
any rational man can advocate the smallest 
departure from a gold currency. 

THOUGHT TO BE POOR. 

Au Old ;31ln(T Dies IiitcstiUc hcavin;; Over 
Hair a Jliiiiuu Dolliirs. 

San FitA.NCiiiCO, Jan. 12. — William Ral- 
lurd, an old miner, of Alder Gulob, Hon. 
tana, who died here intestate, a few weeks 
ago. and was supposed to be a poor mun, 
has left a fortune of over half a million dol- 
lars. Three hundred thousand dollars, 
which was hard Ciiah, was deposited in no 
lean than Bcven lianks in this city, the hul- 
unoo being in Spring Valley Water stocks 
and bonds.

THB NEW COUNOIL'S WORK. 

The work which the new Council has to 
do is no holiday task. It requires for its 
tlue performance unromitting diliRonce, care 
ful attention and the exerciao of wntchfu 
intelligence. The Council has no time to 
waste in profitless wrangling or iu laborious 
trifling.' The months will soon slip by and 
unless there is good work to show for every 
week that passes, theacopunt to be rendered 
at the year's end will be a poor one. Tho 
object which every member of tho City 
Council should set before him ia to make 
Victoria in every respect a model city. The 
task we freely admit is a di£Sottlt ono, but 
it is not, we are satisfied, beyond the ability 
of earnest, publio-apirited men who 
undertake it with a dotcrmination to 
Buooeed. " Rome was not built in a day," 
uoither can this city be made what it ought 
to be— the beat place of residence, as well as 
the moat beautiful, on tlie continent — in a 
single year. Bat very much can be done 
towards that end in twelve months. The 
work can be well begun and the succeeding 
Council, no matter of whom it is composed, 
will find itself compelled by the pressure of 
public opinion, as well as the seuae of duty 
of ita members, to continue tho good worit. 

Every effort should be made to give the 
city the th'ree prime necessaries of good 
civic managemetit — a good water supply, 
well paved, well lighted and clean atreeta, 
and an efficient ayatom of sewore. 
These once secured, it will be easy 
to get every other convenience and 
ornament that the city requires. 
In nearly everything that the Council does 
these objects should be kept well in view. 
Money and labor ahould not be wasted in 
mere patching. I'ernianence ahould be an 
element in all city work. 

Aa the rate-payers know well that the 
value of their property greatly depends 
upon the permanent improvements that are 
made in the city, the Mayor and Council 
will find very little trouble in obtaining the 
money they require to carry out well-con- 
ceived plana of those improvernenta. But 
tho rato-payera muat be convinced both of 
the inte(;rity and the ability of the Connoil, 
If there is any suspicion of jobbery, if there 
are grounds to believe that the Council 
doea not poaseaa tho capacity to carry out 
ita plana promptly, effectively and without 
■waste, application for leave to ruiao mouey 
will be made in vain. The ratepayeta are 
very properly cautious. They will not en- 
trust their money with men who, they be- 
lieve, will not make a good uso of it, and 
give the city good value for every dollar 
they spend. The new Council ahould, 
therefore, be c.ireful to act in aueh u way aa 
to gain the confidence of tho ratepayers. If 
ita members really desire to do their duty, 
and if they show that they are in earnest in 
procuring for the city what it wanta, they 
will have very little diOiculty in this 
reapcot. The city greatly needs tho honest 
sorvico of men of practical ability, and if 
tho Council elected on Thuraday makea a 
good use of its powers and ita opportuaities, 
it wilt do work which will benefit its in- 
habitants as long as it endures. 



DISHONEST T ACTIOS. 

Some of the Liberal newspapers reproach 
the Dominion Government with "looking 
to Washington " becauao tho meeting of 
Parliament has been deferred to February 
or March. Thia ia very stupid, or rather, 
as we are inolined to think, very dishonest. 
Asia now well known, the prinoipal busi- 
ness of the next session of the Dominion 
Parliament will be to revise the tariff. 
Upon this both Conservatives and Liberals 
are agreed. Tho Liborala of the baser sort 
'are afraid that in thia matter tho Govern- 
ment will take tho wind out of Mr. Laurier'a 
sails and effect such a revision as will sat- 
isfy moderate men of both parties. They, 
consequently, are annoyed to find 
t^at the Government are deter- 
mined to proceed deliberately and cau- 
tioualy in tho matter— to do nothing 
without due enquiry, or before they have 



all the knowledge necessary to enable 
>|hem to perform tho work thoroughly und 
intelligently. They have already found out 
what is wanted by the industries and intor- 
ests of the different provinces, but they do 
not know what changes tho propoaod tariff 
reforms in the United States will render ne- 
cofcary. It ia plain to everyone capable of 
thinking that the trade policy of tho Do- 
minion must necessarily be modified by that 
determined upon in tho Uuited Statea. If 
there waa no understanding between the 
two countries this would be the case. The 
countries are so near, and their trade inter- 
course BO intimate and ao oxteusivo, that 
any important change made in the fiscal 
policy of one muat to a greater or leaa ex- 
tent alloot the other. It would be wise, in 
any case, for the Dominion Government to 
postpone the revision of the tariff until they 
know what tlie Americana have dono iu the 
way of tariff reform. 

Bub there in an underatanding between 
tho two countriea. Sir .John Thompaon, in 
ono of tho speeohea which he made during 
his tour in the provinces, said ; " Step by 
step as tho United States makes a reduction 
of duties on articles of Canadian produce 
the Canadian Government will take a eorro- 
apondint; step in lowering tho duty on Uni- 
ted States produota." This declaration con- 
stitutes a plcdgn whioh both the people of 
Canada and the Government of the United 
States will regard as binding on tho Gov- 
ernment of tho I")ominion; but how can it bo 
fulfilled before it ia ktiov.'ii what atepa tlio 
CoDgrees of tho United Statea has taken? 
Common sense, therefore, and good faith re- 
quire the Dominion Government to wait 
until the action of Congress with regard to 
tho tariff is known. 



ANOTHER EOOENTRIO GOVERNOR. 

Colorado, like Washington State, is 
blessed with an eccentric Governor. This 
Governor has peculiar ideas with respect to 
constitntional law and political economy, 
Like a good many other eccentr' j men — and 
men wlio aro not eccentric for that matter — 
ho sets a very higli value on hia own 
opinions, and places a very low estimate on 
thoso of other people when they differ from 
hia. He consequently despises advice 
which ia contrary to his ideas of what he 
ought to do und what ho c^n do, and ho 
takes hia own way no matter how much it 
ia disapproved by tho people of the Sli^te of 
Colorado and the United States in general 

Governor Waite is disgusted with the 
legislation of Congress with respect to 
silver. He believoa that the repreaentativea 
of tlie people of the Uuited Statea in tho 
extra aeaaion of Congress deliberately and 
with malico aforethought sot about depreci 
ating silver, and that it is his duty to undo, 
with regard to the white metal, what they 
have done. With that intent he has convened 
the State Legislature in special aeesion 
But tho members of tho two Houses an 
giving him practical proof of the truth of 
the proverb, that any one can take an ox to 
water, bnt no one can compel him to drink, 
Governor Waite is finding that, although he 
has power to call the Legislature together, 
ho cannot force its membera to legialato 
when thoy are assembled. When hia 
message was read to tho Senate, that 
body, on a diviaiou of twenty-one 
to twelve, refused to have it printed. Then 
the members, indignant at being called to- 
gether at an unusual time and for what they 
believed to be an improper purpose, declined 
to work. They almost as soon as they mot 
began to talk about an adjournment. The 
Governor tried to prevail upon the Populist 
members to make a stand in his favor, but 
the greater number of them, unable to stem 
the current of popular opinion that had set 
in against tho Governor and his views and 
methods, forsook him. 

It is not surpriaing that the Governor of 
Colorado ia abandoned by all but the moat 
aenaelesa of tho membera of hia own party. 
Ho proposes to make a radical change iu the 
currency of the State. Hiaobjeotis to mone- 
tize silver in a very peculiar way, whinh is to 
allow "coins of any country carrying .'!71 
quarter grain? of silver to pass current in 
thia State." On thia subject he soys : "The 
free coinage of gold and silver was designed 
and expected to be continuous, and Congress 
had no right to demonetize either gold or 
silver or to close its mints to the free coin- 
age of either metal. Upon a proper case 
made in tho United States court we are 
bound to proaumo that tho courts would so 
decide. Anatlicr clause absolutely proliibita 
a State from coining money. Thia clause 
has prevented me from recommending any- 
thing like token money or bars stamped 
with weight and fineness, but the right pf a 
State to declare foreign coin a legal tender 
ia unqueationed," 

It ia not surpriaing that tlio I^egialuture of 
Colorado would refuse to attempt to 
create a currency for the State compoaod 
uf foreign coins to bo taken at nearly 
twice their intrinsic, or gold, value. Tho 
silver dollar of the United Statea under the 
present syatom ia worth grains of gold. 
That is ita purchasing power in any Slate of 
the Union, But the dollar which tho eccen- 
tric Governor would make a legal tender in 
Colorado ia worth only twelve grains of 
gold. The meohanio who had depoaited one 
hundred dollars in a State savings bank 
would, if Governor Waito'a propoaition bo- 
came law, when ho wanted Ilia money re- 
ceive one hundred foreign coins worth little 
more than fifty oenta eaoh. Yet this 
Governor professes to be the friend of work- 
ingmen. 

Governor Walte has declared war against 
tho bankers, tho politioiana and tho news- 
papers of tho State. He calls them " a cor- 
rupt and vonal crow," and tho members of 
the Logislaturo will now be in hia black 
books. It is surprising that sueh men as 
Waite and Fennoyer get elevated to the 
highest ofBoea in the States. That they do 
does not say much for the iutelligeuco and 
tho discernment of tho electors or for tho 
institutiouB of tho Republic, 



THE FRENOH ANARCHIST. 

The trial of Vaillant, the French anar- 
chist, was of great interest, not only to 

Frenchmen but to the men of every other 
civilized nation. Tho anarchists are almost 
everywhere, and they have ahojvn that they 
have the power, aa well as the inclination, to 
do much mischief. It was believed that the 
jury before whom Vaillant waa tried would 
succumb to Intimidation. It is said that 
every ono of the jurors had received auony- 
moua lettera ihroatcping him with death if 
ho dared to find the prisoner guilty of a 
crime punishable with 'death. Aa this was 
generally known, ^t was feared that tho jury 
would find that the offence waa not a capital 
one. ■ This they regarded as a miefortuno in 
more atnses than one. It would bo an 
encouragement to auarchista ; for if tlirow- 
ing a bomb into the Legisbaivo 
Chamber when it was in session with tho 
intent to kill some of tho Inembors and to 
sprpad terror omong tho survivors ia not de- 
serving of tho sevorcat penalty that the law 
orduina, it is dillioult to imagine a crime 
that ehoul'l bo puD'.ahed with death. Then 
if Vaillant escaped with a light puniahment, 
tho conolusion would be_that the courts of 
law were no protection from crimes com- 
mitted by anarchiats ; and if judges and 
juriea wero afraid to do their plain duly, 
society would lose ita beat safeguard. Fortu- 
nately tho French jury had tho courage to 
do what they wore convinced wua right, 
regardless of the threats of the anarchiats, 
and this example will enoouraga other juries 
to act with equal fearleasneaa. 

We find that in Franco and iu other coun- 
tries tho anarchiats who incite to violence 
aro to bo dealt with summarily and severe- 
ly. Thia ia nothing but right. So- 
ciety must protect itself, and if the auth- 
orities hesitate to put down violent men 
whose object it ia to accomplish their ends 
by indiscriminate slaughter, it is hard to 
tell where the evil may oad. In tne case of 
the anarciiisla aevc-ity ia really enlightened 
und far-seeing humanity. A little pain is 
inllictedat present to avert much greater 
pain, with its attendant evils,, in tho not 
distant future.

The right of vendors of farm and garden 
produce to sell tho same from house to house 
in tho city, without taking out licenses us 
peddlers, if they have paid tho regular mar- 
ket fees, was affirmed in the County court 
yesterday, when Mr. Justice Drake heard 
and decided tho appeal case of Kong Kee, 
oppoUant, and tho Corporation of Viotoria, 
respondent. Tho appellant was represpnted 
by l)r«ke, Jackson & Helmckon, whose con- 
tention was, as when tho caeo was before 
tho Magistrate, that the Chinaman should 
not have to pay twice for the same privi- 
ledge. Thia waa looked upon as a teat case, 
and the principle being the aamo in tho 
other'appcala from the Magistrate's dooision 
tho judgment will probably be applied to all 
iho rest. It ia as follows : 

" The defendant appeals from the deci- 
sion of the Police Magistrate, by whom he 
was convicted for selling vegetables and 
farm produce on the 4th of August laat 
without having taken out a lioenae in llir.t 
behalf, The license referred to Is a peddler's 
license, as the defendant was summoned for 
carrying ou the bualneaa or occupation of a 
poddlor without a license. The evidence on 
tho part of the proaeoution clearly ahowed 
that the defendant sold farm produce to 
various hotels and other places, out of a cart, 
in the streets of Victoria. The defendant 
admitted m doing, but claimed that ho was 
within his right under tho market by-lav/, 
hikving paid dues to the city for that very 
purpose. 

" Tlie Market by-law, Ko. MS, aeclion 
Buys that no farmer or other pjraou 
.shall sell or oiler fur aalo any farm or gar- 
den produce npon any of tho public streeta 
unlesa ho or she has been to the market 
with Ilia or her articles and paid tho proper 
fee thereon. Tho clause then pormita farm- 
era iind gardeners to deliver to tlieir cus- 
tomers farm produce upon their taking out 
a licenao under tho Revenue by-law, and 
thereupon these vendors shall not be liable 
to the provision afureaaid, and the clauaj 
shall not apply to any person having a pUco 
of busincaa for tho sale of thia class of arti- 
cles. 

"In July, 1893, the Council passed 
the Revenue by law, imposing a tax oa 
peddlera of ;?L'0 lor tho half year. This by- 
law does not purport to repeal any portion 
of the Market by-law, and tho by-laws can 
reasonably stand together without coiilliot- 
ing, as it deals with a class of persons not 
alTdctod by the Market by-law. The appel- 
lant proved that he had paid the fees re- 
quired by the Market by-law at the time he 
was charged with selling produce. 

" The prosecutor contended th>\t the ap- 
pellant was bound to pay a peddler's license 
aa well aa pay the market fee. There ia no 
ground for auch a contention. Tazea can 
only bo impoaed in clear and explicit 
terms, and any ambiguity which ni%y exist 
in un act or by*law Imposing tiucatlon la 
alwaya conatrued in favor of the taxee. The 
language used in Section 25 of tha Market 
by-law is negative — 'No farmer shall sell 
unless.' Thia by ordinary rules of construc- 
tion imjilies that he shall sell if ho complioa 
with tho requirements of tho law; and being 
empowered to sell in any street or place in 
tho ciiy empowers him to deliver his goods 
to his cuatomora in their houaes. 

" The judgment will bo for the appellant, 
with costs." 



KNIGHTS UF PYTHIAS. 

Onicliil visit of the (iraiul Chancellor Follow- 
ed by a Supiier anil .Siichil Time 
lit tho " Victoria." 

A visit from Grand Chancellor II. J. 
Anatio, from Vancouver, made last evening 
a very intoresiiiig one for tho Knights of 
Pythias in Victoria. The three local lodges 
had a joini aession, which opened with tho 
ollicorfl of Far West lodge in tho chair, it 
being their regular night of meeting, and 
tho Chancellor Commanding, P. J. Hall, 
preaiding. Soon after tho session opened 
the Grand Chancotlor and local representa- 
tives of tho Grand Lodge arrived, and the 
olliciTs chairs were surrendered to them. 
Conaiderable time was then spent in in- 
atructing the local brethren in the rites of 
the order. Grand Chancellor Anstio made 
a very interesting and pleasing address, hia 
remarks being very well received and 
heartily appreciated by bis hearers, who 
recognized in him a powerful promoter 
of the intereata of their order, lie told of 
the great advance whioh the Pythiuns are 
making'in this Province, and of the aatisfac- 
tory oondition of affairs revealed to him as 
be visited in his official capacity.

Lod^o," to which J, Hughes replied. Bro. 
Aaronaon then aang " I VVoit for Thee." 

Past Chancellor W. P. Allan, in a neat 
complimentary speech propoaed tho health 
of tho Grand Chancellor, which waa very 
heartily drunk, Bro. Anatie, in response, 
spoke eloquently of tho position of the 
Knights, und txpreaaod the hope that tho 
brethren in Victoria would spare no effort 
to maintain the atate of prosperity en j }yed 
by tho order to-day. He atated that the 
establishment of a fourth lodge in Victoria 
waa a probahillty of the mat future, and he 
hoped that thU would be shortly established, 
BB be felt there was very good material 
available.

NOT TO I5E FIUGUTENEU, 

The .lurors Not to He .Sriired l!y ThrciitsMof 
Veiigeauco From Couvletlnt: 
YalUaut. 

Pakis, Jan. 10.— The verdict of guilty 
and the sentence of death in the trial of 
Vaillant, who threw the bomb in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on December 9, were pro- 
nounced BO late tliat lliere waa not time to- 
day for editorial comment in tho press. No- 
body, however, could mistake tho feeling of 
relief, both inside and outside of the Palace 
of Juatico, when the result of the trial be- 
came known. The verdict waa a sign that 
the jurors could not bo frightened by an- 
onymous threats of vengeance. Un- 
doubtedly many men who aympathized 
with the prisoner gained admittance to the 
court room. Many of them stood without 
giving a sign of their opinions until moved 
to cheers by M, Laborl In the peroration of 
hia speech for Yaitlant. The men who 
raised these cheers are Anarchist idealists, 
who abound In Paris as elsewhere. They 
waste their aentimenta upon men like Vail- 
lant. It seems Vaillant must now take hia 
place beside Ravaohol as an habitual thief, 
working out his criminal life with its crim- 
inal ioHiincta, and when caught, excusing 
himself by (luotiug viigue and diajointed 
utterances of philoaophera. 

Nothing could have tickled tho court more 
to-day than tho Public Proaccutor'a reference 
comparing Herbert Siiciiccr'a iheoriea of 
individual tllorl with thu tiiief'a litany aa 
formulated by th.o defence for inen like Vail- 
lant. M. Labori avoided replying to the 
Public ProBccutor's comic suggestions. lie 
declined to touch upon tho moral philoso- 
phising tho crazed vanity was perceptible in 
Ho rested hia appeal to the jury on the ox- 
cuae to bo found in Vaillant'a early training. 
After the jury went out tho hotting wua 
even on tho tiuilloline, life aervitudo or 
twenty years' imprisonment. There was a 
great diirere^ce of opinion as to the jury's 
determination to deal with Vaillant aa a 
dangerous criminal. When tho verdict was 
announced it was cheered loudly, and tho 
remark that the jurymen had done their 
duty was heard on every side. 

The last mail from Buenos Ayros brought 
a copy of La Preaso, in which was printed a 
letter written by someone for thu manager 
of tho explosion to a friend in Argentina. 
In thia letter Vaillant said that ho meant 
to signalise the end of his life by a great 
public act, offer which he would die with- 
out regret and in the conviction that he had 
worked for the cause of universal happiness. 

RAILWAY BD410R. 

The Canaaian Faclflc and tho Bellingfliam 
Bay Boad-C. P. B. Steamers. 

WiiATOOM, Jan. 11.— A report ia current 
to-duy that the muoh-talked-of transfer of 
the Bellingham Bay & British Columbia 
railroad to the Canadian Pacific haa actually 
taken place, an-l that the Oriental ateamera 
of tho latter company will hereafter touch 
here regularly. The statement is made 
upon the authority of a gentleman connected 
with the Canadian Pacific. Mr. Anderson, 
general agent of the Bellingham Bay Im- 
provcmont company, owners of the Belling- 
ham Bay k British Columbia road, being 
asked by a Poat lntelligenoer oorresondeht 
if ho would either atiirin or deny the report, 
answered courteously that he had no know- 
ledge whatever of such a deal having taken 
place. Tho corporate head(iuarters of the 
railroad company being in San Francisco, it 
is possible that tho sale, which haa been 
talked of for several nionths, h:is taken ploce 
without tho knowlcd.j-u of the otUoo here. 



QUII'E INEXPLICABLE. 

The Motives of the Urltlsh Kxpedltion Against 
the Sofas Hard to Understiind. 

London, Jan. 12, — In an interview con- 
cerning the recent battle between the 
French and Englieh forces near Warina, 
Sierra Leone, Sergeant - Major Lam- 
prey Long, on authority on Sierra 
Leone affairs, aaid this evening : " The 
Sofas, against whom the British expedition 
was supposed to bo sent, were not opposing 
British interests, nor waa Captain 
Lendy, with hia frontier police, co-operating 
with the French against Chief Samadu. 
Tho emissaries of Samadu are actually now 
in Freetown seeking to place hia territory 
under British protection. The motives be- 
hind a British expedition against the Sofas 
would be therefore quite inexplicable."

STATION ROBBED. 

The Perpetrator Beelarea That ITe is Morrcll, 
the Companion of Outlaw Bvans. 

Fresno, Jan. 12.— Two men suspected 
of holding up and robbing the station 

agent it Fowler on Wednesday night, wore 
arrested at Mado this morning. They are 
named Billy Reynolds and Loptz. Tho 
latter ia a native of California. Reynolds is 
a son of tho late Angevino Reynolds, of 
Mariposa County. Tho facts of the robbery 
aro that, on Wednesday evening, Howard 
Harris and a friend named Vincent went 
over to the railway elation to get a pickogo 
that had como for tho former. At tho 
station Harris, looking through tho window, 
□aw four men holding up their hands. They 
wero about to turn back when a man oamo 
out of the door with a revolver in each 
hand and ordered them to come into tho 
oflico, where they were ranged alongside tho 
station agent, George Loon; a railroad sec- 
tion boss named Lohey, another section 
hand, and a stranger. Tho robber got from 
Harris, who ia an insurance agent, 1?10. 
Station Agent Leon contributed §30, and 
smaller sums woro taken from others. 
After having made them hand over their 
money the robber ordered them to march 
out ahead to a store in whioh he looked 
them, threatening with a deep oath to kill 
tho first man who ran or made an outcry. 
He Imparted the Information while he was 
robbiDg the men at the station that his 
name was Ed Morrell, and that ho was 
Evans' friend. There is much likelihood 
that this is the case, and It ia very probable 
that Evans was not far away.

A Boy in NeAV Caleaonfa Killed and 
Eateu by a Man and 
Wife. 



Tobacco Culture Receives an liupetuH 
In Fiji— Coloulbts Protest 
to the Queen. 



Meiialca being dciuUy in Fiji, in other 
tropical couatcies, tho preouutioDS agaiuet 
it »re very striot, aa witness the following 
from tho Times, of Suva : " Capt. Cul- 
la^han, who went on bourJ tlio P.. M.S. 
Arawa in order to pilot her into port, Ims 
had to Buliniit to tlio foUowiDn tieiitnieut. 
Ho loft tho vesael wlieii hia servieo thereon 
wua completed und not into a boat towod by 
the steamship Clyde. So soon as the 
steamer approached Nukulau the gal- 
lant skipper jumped overboard in 
hifi clothes and swum to thu (luarantino sta- 
tion. Ho then waaliod his t;arincnla and 
himself with exceeaivo ci-.ru and submitted 
clothes and person to funiigiUion by n-.oaua 
of tho apparatus on tho ialnml. .Meantime 
the boat he hud occupied was eorubbed and 
■ cleansed most thoroughly, and when he was 
again clothed tho captuin wua re-admitted 
to the privilngea of society." 

A horrible case of cunnibuliani has just 
been reported from New Caledonia, tho 
French convict atation iu tho .South I'uciiic. 
Tho victim was an luigliah lad named 
Greer, about ten yeira old, whose imrents 
camo from .Sydney, in New tiouth Wales. 
Ho bad been attending a boarding school, 
and being miaaed one day search vvaa m ule 
for Iiim by the police and others witlRuu re- 
sult. Some time afterwards a suspicious 
occurrence led to the arrest of two recently 
liberated convicts, a man and his wife, a 
searob of whose premises furnished the hor- 
rible revelation that the boy had been de- 
liberately killed for the purpose of cannibal- 
ism, the remains being carefully cut 
up and placed in pickle. There was 
evidence that some portions had 
already been eaten. The couple 
practically admitted their guilt. While 
awaiting trial the man died under suspi- 
cious circuniatanceB, and as, according to 
law, hia wi!e could only be tried aa an ac- 
complice, she was sot at liberty. This form 
of crime is more than even Now Caledonia 
can stand, and slops are being taken to 
drive her from tho community. 

Tobacco can bo grown in almost all vari- 
eties in Fiji, and in consetiuenco of tho di- 
rect connection wit h civiliz ition now given 
by the Canadiuu-Auatralibn steamsliip line 
it appears likely that a. stimulus will be 
given to its cultivation. Under encourage- 
ment from the governor a gentleman named 
Siebena has gone to Fiji from Australia, 
representing considerable capital to bo 
invested in tho industry. Ho ia 
now looking for tl.o beat sites for tho to- 
bacco fields. Surprise has been exprcsaed 
that Sumatra and other well known centres 
of tobacco production should have com- 
manded hitherto such a preference over 
Fiji, where, anlike most tobacco countries, 
fever and ague are unknown, and which, 
taken altogether, has one of the moat 
salubrious oUmatea obtainable. Another 
prospective new' export is ginger, with 
which experiments are now being made in 
Sydney. 

The Legislative Council of Fiji has adopted 
an address to tho Queen protesting against 
a special levy of £11,354 recently made 
upon the colony by tho Imperial Govern- 
ment. This amount was for moneys paid to 
the German Government na compenaation to 
German citizens in respect of certain private 
land transacliona with native land owners 
prior to the erection of the colony. Tho 
claima wers formerly inquired into and dis- 
allowed, and it ia held that the Imperial 
Government had no right to reconsider 
them without the assent of the coliniy, and 
that even if tho claima are just I he native 
land owners and not thu colony are reapon- 
aible.

SMUGGLING INVESTIGATION. 

Important Statement In KeKard to Fromtneut 
Parties Implicated. 

S.\N FiiA.s-fisco, Jan. 12.— Ths prelimin- 
ary examination waa begun to-doy by the 
U.S. Court Cotnnussioner, of Frederick Mil- 
ler, tho supposed confederato of Wickniau, 
Thomas, Green, McLean, Voss and Steven- 
sin, iu the smuggling gang which is alleged 
to exist here, uud which it ia said included 
several custom house oihcials. Dr. Stephcu 
Young testified that Miller had told him the 
plans of tiie smugglers, and named to him as 
members of the gang' Collector Wise and 
Samuel J. Kuddell, deputy receivers of the 
port. Regarding tho sloop Emerald, Miller 
told him ho had made two trips to Victoria 
for opium and Chinese, and had landed both 
at Point Reyes. 

After the arrest of Voss and Stevenson, 
the rest of the gang were to meet ot Golden 
tJato Park. Witness having learned from 
Miller what they were to do, went to tho 
park and watched them. Fvom Miller's 
description he recognized two of them. One 
was Ruddell and the other was Collector 
Wise. Moth Buddoll and Wise were in court 
at the time Youne made this statement, but 
hu was unable to identify them.

All iuili-fslilile tiiin-slhat ear.he con- 
COcteJ — pies, doughnuts, hot breads uud 
cakes, pickles, sweetmeats, nuts, strong 
tea and cofToe — enter into tho daily diet nf 
tho pn>s]>('v>ms AiiU'vicau fanner or iiie- 
chaiiie. Sii:,'ar. eT'/s, butter, ei lVv ai'd 
tea, lu.xurii's that the i>vo,^_ i ri ms farmer 
or inrehar.i.' of othiT laruis deals out to 
his houseiioM with a siiariiig hand, or ile- 
nies them rjtogi iher, here are no loiii;' r 
regarded as luxurios, but as iu'eessit ic s. 
It is entirely a nie.tter of edne;ri!ou and 
of prejudie-,'. and i;ne is suriirisi'd to ihid 
thiit tlie fanners and the mechaiiies 
draw tho lino of their economies at: fres'i 
meat. There is no rational expl ;ni a t i o n 
of the fact that, while there is not any 
limit set to th(> supply allowi'd of Imtt'^r 
and eggs and sngar and eoli'i/e, ii is con- 
sidered u distinct extravagance to in- 
dulge in fresh meat. 

"Millions for defense, but not one cent 
for tribute;"' niillicjiis for dessert, l.'iit 
not one cent for beef ami mutton. I^'ar 
bo it from me to counsel any one to ex- 
travagance, but I thinl:, if tho ostiiuate 
were made, it would bo found thai, the 
amount Bi)ent for horrid pii's and jiud- 
dings and murderous hot cakes and si- 
rups in any onlinar}- family v.-ould sup- 
jil}- tiio ."ame fainil}- liberallj- with meats 
from tho Initclier ;uul chickens from the 
farm. Ovennitritiou is tho curse of our 
population. They are not underfed, but 
they are illfed. They want coarser food, 
loss salt meat and more fresh meat, few- 
er sweets and nuire fruits. Oatmeal, 
hominy, wheateu grits and, above .all, 
"graham" bread, -with plenty of milk 
and with good 'meat, would make tho 
children pictures of rosy health and save 
the tired, sallow mother from the sick 
bed, tho hmatic asylum or tho grave. 

It is sad that as .a nation wo don't 
know how to eoolc. The frying pan and 
tho baking powder, Satan has put into 
the hands of the yonng housekeeper. He 
has also made the piano and the sewing 
machine of more interest to her than tho 
oven and the broiling iron. The children 
wear clothes out of Harper's Bazar and 
eat food that contributes neither to their 
health nor beauty. Hot breads and 
sweets actually burn up the stoniac!;. 
Tho i)ower to digest decreases as the 
years go on, and by tho time the child is 
grown it is a confirmed dyspeptic. In 
no other land ;iri; cliildren allowed 
sweets as they are here. 

There are unnumbered ways in which 
indigestion affects one. It is not neces- 
sary to have pain, to fool .i weight of 
lead. !Mor(! often a stomach that refuses 
to ,^ssimilato the food put into it ex- 
presses its revolt by a feeling of excessive 
weakness. Tho poor, jaded beast can't 
go any farther; it wants to lie down and 
rest. Then tho driver whijis it np, gi \ . s 
it a tonic or muro food, aiul it struggles 
on a little farther, and finally breaks 
down and goes to tho wall. It is foolish 
to think that that sense of weakness 
comes from a want of food. It comes 
from too much food, too rich, too con- 
centrated, too nutritious. 

Why, what an or.trage we are putting 
tipen ni'.turo in giving it such quiiites- 
seucu of nourishment. If the humau 
body yielded to the efforts of man to im- 
piovi' npoii nature, it wonld grow r,p 
into thi' sky. iJut instead it has bcu 
growiu)? sniaHcr and smaller as tho cen- 
turies have passi'il, showing that nature 
had better have been trusted to feed 
•what she luid brought forth. At this 
moment the healthiest nations of the 
■world, I believe, are those who live tho 
fimplest lives .and eat the coai-sest fowl 
under tlie ojien doini.' of heaven. 

Horses are foundered by overfeeding. 
Human beings are as much injured by 
it. Take an ordinary farmer's break- 
fast — tho colTee, tho ham and eggs, the 
hot cakes aiul sirup, tho pickles, per- 
haps tlio douglnmts. Now, these tilings 
aro very nourishing, all of tliem— very 
stimulating, somo of them. There is 
nothing of the "waste" needed for 
healthy digestion. Everything is con- 
centrati'd. Yon aro burning j-our stom- 
ach np; you aro giving it too nuich to 
do. If you are a strong man and are go- 
ing out into the cold air to active exor- 
■ cise, you may manage to live through it, 
but if you are a delicate woman, obliged 
to work all day in a hot, closo room, 10 
to 1 you don't got on with it, but lind 
y ourself ill with a headaoho and uuablo 
to eat another meal that day. 

A simple breakfast of oatmeal and 
millc, ;hi egg and some gr.aham broad 
would be a liurden that your digestion 
oould carry, .ami that could bo ussimi- 
lalod by ordinary powers. If people 
•would only be induced to make tho ex- 
periment, they would realize that habit 



makes them want rich food and that in 
!i short time tho desire would pass away, 
and simple food would givo as much 
pleasure in the eating and would leave 
them with htiuest apiictites for every 
ine;il. All that you do not assimilate is 
so nutch in.inry to tho system, and I defy 
any set of digestive organs to assimilate 
hot bread, sirup, pickles, fat pork and 
tough doughnuts at an early morning 
meal. 

Tliose who live through such a diet 
live in spiti: of it, nut in conse(iuenco of 
It. They must have iron p(nii i.s within. 
Tlioy would ho giants and sous of Her- 
cules if they used a reasonable diet, and 
would bo lieads and shoulders above 
their brethren both in strength and size. 
When nuMi are in training for athletic 
conicsts, you know tho diet they aro put 
upon. Bread and meat, a few vegeta- 
bles, no sweets, no liquors, no cigars. I 
really .should think it wonld pay a yonng 
fellow to make the best of himself at 
such a littlo sacrilice. It nmst be such a 
pleasure to bu alivo when ono is in thor- 
oughly fine trim — every wheel and aslo 
of that splendid machine, the human 
body, in iiorfect working order.

Ileiir Ailiiilral Fairfax Dead. 
Baltimoki;, Jan. 12 — Rear Admiral D. 
Moif. Fairfax, U SN , retired, died on 
Wednesday. Donald McNeill Fairfax waa^ 
a great-grandson of Baron Fairfax, the 
friend of George Washington. Ho waa born 
in Virginia, August 10, IS22 ; became a 
midshipman in lSli7 ; served under Dupont 
on the weat coast of Mexico and California 
during the Mexican -.war, and waa at the 
capture of several towns. Ho waa promoted 
to a lieutenancy February 2U, 1851 ; made 
commander July 10, ISliJ, and served on 
tho Cayuga, of the Weat Gulf f(|uadron, 
from June, 18()2, till February, ISO:!, under 
Farragut, when he was transferred to tho 
cnnimatid of tho steamers Nantucket and 
Montauk, of the South Atlantic squadron, 
in which he made several ottacks on tho do- 
fenaea of Charleaton harbor, under Dupont 
and Dahlgren. In ISU4-G5hewas in com- 
mand of tho naval academy, and was pro- 
moted to captain July 2u, 186G. serving 
until 1867 on tho liagahip Rhode Island, of 
tho North Atlautio squadron. In 1S7''! he 
was promoted to the rank of conmiodore, 
and madn a rour-admiral .July 11, ISSO. 
Admiral Fairfax was in tho service forty- 
eight years and five mooths. Of this time 
twenty years aud four months wore spent 
at ecu, his last cruise ending in 1868, when 
he was on the Susquehanna,

It ia 
claimed that tho indictment was evaded for 
the reason that when the directora borrowed 
funds from the bank inexceys of the amount 
allowed by law tiiey caused the names of 
other persona to bo aigncd to tho notes, 
which were unsecured. Again, those per- 
sons who had been most active in pushing 
charges all of a sudden became indifferent to 
the proceedings.

The Itnynl Lcnguc, 

Chicago, Jan. 11. — Tho annual report of 
the Royal League, a secret fraternal society 
organized eleven years ago, on the lines of 
tho Royal Arcanum and similar organiza- 
tions, has been completed for presentation 
to tho supreme council of the order. , It ia 
aaid to be unprecedented in tho liiatory of 
similar organizations. Notwitbalanding 
the mortality of the year and the fact tha', 
ilH nieitiberahip aiireada over half tho States 
of the Union, only 19 deaths occurred in its 
rauUa between January and December of 
I80;i, and but eleven assessments were made 
upon tho members, against from twenty to 
thirty by other fraternal soaietics. Tho 
average time between the death of a member 
and the payment to the widow or family of 
the amount of the iusuraooe — whether two 
thousand or four thousand dollars— was 
but 22 days, and in several cases where 
the families wore in distress payments were 
made within twenty-four houra after tho 
filing and revising of the proofs. With 
every death claim paid for the past year, 
the orgaiiiz'ilinn starts out with r. clean 
balance aheet and fifteen thousand dolhira 
to its credit.

A Lively Competition lit the Snlo of Govern- 
ment Lots— EnliRuccd Prices. 

Port Anoklks, Jan. 11. — Tho sale of 
townaite lota by Regiater O'Toole, nf the U. 
S. land office, co-^tinues at a lively rate, yet 
Capt. O'Toole is of the opinion that it will 
require nine or ten days more of active work 
before tho entire government property ia 
disposed of. Lota appraised at $8 sold for 
521. Tho increase in price ia largely due to 
Seattle men, who are here with plenty of 
money and aro bidding good prices for 
choice bits of property. A peculiar case 
has developed here. Some two years ago 
John Smith settled and erected u house on a 
lot in a valuable part of the city. R 
cenlly he waa declared inaanc, und the 
chances are that bis property will be Bold at 
a low figure, and the unfortunate man at 
Steilacoom will lose tho benefit of hia years 
of toil. Thus far the people here have dug 
up about $1."),000 for the purchase of lots, 
and more than one-half of the property is 
stillunsold. MelvinC'. Wiustock, of Seattle, 
has been here for two days getting up the 
record in tho case of tho Stitte of Washington 
vs. Benjamin F. Schwartz, the ex-banker.

BANK LIQUIDATION. 

Uceelver lUchards' Ileport on tho Fngct Sound 
Loan, Trust and Banking Company. 

Whatcom, Jan. 11.— In his final report 
to tho court as receiver of the Fuget Sound 
Loan, Trust and lUnkiug Company, Frank 
II. Richards expressea the opinion that 
"there can bo no question that ulti 
mately all of the creditors will re- 
ceive their claims in full, with interest, 
but undoubtedly a period of at least two 
years will elapse before such a result can 
be reached, owing to tho nature of tho 
securities held by the bank and the genera' 
depruflsion of bnsinesa." ilo recommenda 
that " an aasessinent be immediately levied 
upon the stock of thu corporation for the 
benefit of tho creditora,'' aa it aeems to 
him that it " would be moro consonant 
with justice and ecjuity that the stocUhold- 
era .should boar the burden, if any there 
should be, of waiting until such securitiea 
arc realized upon, rather than that such 
burden abould bo borne by parties who 
have in good faitli deposited money or 
have become creditora of this ina'itution." 
This opinion, however, ia not held by tho 
new receiver, George A. Black, who argues 
lhat those of the stockholders who could 
P'ly an aasesament have already paid for 
their stock, and that nothing could reason- 
ably bo expected now from those who have 
never paid anything. He might have added 
that the bilk of the bank's assets ia in bills 
receivable duo from the atockholdera, and if 
these aro paid tho bank's obligations can be 
tellled without invoking tho provisions of 
the law relating to aaaeusmenta.
